Added

and wood was th e high northw estern 
gale which blew steadily over G ettys­ 
burg Thursday, causing ex tra d rau g h t 
in chimneys. 
In view of the ever-increasing num ­ 
ber of chimney fires, m embers of the 
fire departm ent are urging users of 
bituminous coal and wood to throw 
two or three handfuls of coarse salt 
on th eir fires every three or five days. 
The gas formed by the salt is said to 
I clean the soot out of the chimney and 
minimize the danger of fires.

Doctor .cline is one of the most 
popular of the younger professors at 
G ettysburg College, and since com­ 
ing here has done much to raise the 
standard of the English department. 
He has been especially active in the 
organization and direction of a de­ 
bating team at the local school, and 
last year, local debaters took a trip

One Ballot Is Taken To 
Exonerate York Man 
In Automobile 
Fatality. 


A braham M. Gruver, liZ, of York, 
was exonerated from a1! blame in 
connection with the dea'.n of W alter 
H. Hfiner, 35, of H arrisburg, by a 
jury which took only one ballot and 
deliberated only thirty minutes, T hurs­ 
day evening. 
Gruver had been indict­ 
ed on a second degree murder count 
as a result of Hilner’s death, but the 
ju ry ’s verdict holds him blameless of 
1 the H arrisburg m an’s death.

bile collision, has been tried.
